THE NEE) OF MANUFACTORIES. 


It has become an established axiom 
that the permanent success of almost 
any community depends more than any- 
thing else on the extent and prosperity 
of its manufacturing interests. In this 
city the development of our business 
resources has been so rapid and flatter- 
ing that but little thought has been 
given to the urgent necessity of estab- 
lis iag men ifactories ia our midst. 
General business has been so prosper- 
ous, the demand for our produce in Ari- 
zona and New Mexico has been so act- 
ive, the opportunities for successful 
speculation in land has offered so many 
inducements to the capitalist, and mon- 
ey has commanded such a high premi- 
um for safe investments on real estate 
and personal securites, that but few of 
our citizens have given thought to the 
more important consideration of inau- 
gurating manfacturing ventures in Los 

Angeles. It cannot be denied but that 
the City of the Angels is now enjoying 
a season of business prosperity almost 
without parallel in her history. Every 
mercantile and commercial enterprise 
of any importance is accomplishing 
wonders in the way of business success. 
The city is increasing rapidly in popu- 
lation and influence, and is speedily as- 
suming all the attributes of metropoli- 
tan existence. Still, in the minds of 
certain people there is a doubt as to the 
permanency of this prosperity. Some 
people naturally regard it as only a 
boom, and with a decline in the demand 
for our produce, or with the evil of a 
dry season to curtail our harvests, they 
reasonably expect a corresponding fall- 
ing off in the volume of our business, 
in the number of new buildings, in the 
amount of real estate transactions. and 
in the immigration to our city and 
county. While we are sanguine enough 
to doubt that either of the causes el u- 
merated would produce general disaste: 
in business and financial circles, as some 
think, still we believe that Los Angeles 
should begin to consider measures that 
would tend to avert any such dire calam- 
ities. There should be some balance- 
wheel that will prevent seasons of booms 
and depressions, and will create a steady 
and certain condition of business pros- 
perity. That balance-wheel is, undoubt- 
edly, manufactures. Although Los An- 


with these ventures there is abun- 
dant room for more, and the thicker 
they are the better for the city and 
even the manufacturers themselves. 
The establishment of a woolen yarn 
mill, starch works, paper manufactory, 
or agricultural works, if properly man- 


aged, would prove paying property in 


this city. The present manufacturing 
enterprises and milling establishments 
are already successes, and the city 
would probably support more of these 
ventures if started. A woolen yarn 
mill or an additional woolen mill would 
undoubtedly do well here. It would 
improve the tone of the local woolen 


market, and would save to the Southern 


country the large sums of money now 
paid out for freights on wool east and 
freights on woolen goods and yarns 
west. In would also benefit Los An- 
geles in bringing operators in our midst 
who would spend their earnings at our 
stores, and in affording employment for 
a portion of the idle children that now 
inifest our streets. A starch or paper 
mill could be made to pay in this com- 
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munity, The materials for making 
starch are grown in this county, and 
straw, the principal material used in 
the manufacture of coarse paper, can 
be had for the hauling. Los Angeles is 
splendidly located as a distributing 
point for the whole Southern country, 
and our markets have become the head- 
quarters for the merchants of the ad- 
joining Territories. The capital is not 
wanting either for the successful prose- 
cution of any legitimate manufacturing 
or business enterprises, and all we now 
need is the requisite amount of courage 
on the part of our citizens to inaugur- 
ate such ventures and to push them to 
success. Considering the remarkable 
depreciation in the rates of interest in 
the past few years, and the prospects of 
a further decline in the future that will 
discount the past, we almost wonder 
that the monied men of this city do not 
give this subject more thought at least. 
The day of high rates of interest is past 
in Southern California, and the time is 
rapidly drawing near when capital will 
be forced to seek other investments 
than exorbitant loans and securities. 
It is to be hoped that the men of means 
of Los Angeles will see where their in- 
terests he and inaugurate profitable 
manufacturing enterprises before some 
other Southern city, San Diego for in- 
stance, gets the start and our opportu- 
nity is gone forever. 


Ir does not pay railroads to cut each 
ather's throats, as the Lake Shore Road 
has recently demonstrated to the entire 
satisfaction of thé stockholders. Dur- 
ing the past year it has carried ona 
bitter war between all competing lines 
running between Chicago and New 
York. Its financial statement, recently 
published, shows that it has earned for 
the year past $16,000 against $1,624,000 
last year.

The Choice Christmas Story Told by 
a Times Typo. 3 


Don Panco Revari and His Sweetheart Kati- 
lena Yakenfelat—A Perfectly True 
Tale in Two Uhapters.
